The attack on Verdun has subsid- 


ed for the 
moment, after several 


days of particularly severe fighting 
There were no engagements of im- 
portance in that region last night, the 
official French statement of this af- 
ternoon 
says. 
Preparations

made by the Germans for an attack 
on hill 304, an important strategic 
pofnt commanding a large section of 
the territory west of the Meuse, but 
the Paris communication says 
the 


French prevented the execution of 
this plan. 


The principal German effort since 


the Verdun offensive 
was 
begun 


Sunday has been the attempt to force 
a passage between Dead Man's Hill 
and Cumeries for the 
purpose 
of 


enveloping the hill. 
Some 
French 


trenches in this vicinity were carried 
but the main positions of the week 
as having resulted decidedly to the 
advantage of the French. 
Follow- 


ing the evacuation of the 
Bethin- 


court salient the Germans were com- 
pelled to make frontal attacks ex- 
cept at Dead Man's Hill, where they 
attempted to advance through 
the 


ravines. 


Elsewhere on the western front as 


well as along the Russian and Italian 
battle lines on operations of impor- 
tance are recorded. The Russian at- 
tacks, have not seriously shaken the 
German lines and although spirited 
fighting is still in progress at vari- 
out points the offensive 
movement 


apaprently is subsiding.

ceived in congress with divergent views but a general undertone of cau- 
tion and a disposition to leave the situation in its present stage to the 
a.lniinistration prevailed. 


Administration officials however made no effort to conceal their feel* 


inn that Carran/a's action might increase the delicacy of the circum- 
stances under which the pursuit of Villa has been conducted. 


The outstanding features of the situation gave evidences that the ex- 


pcdititn has been carried t>n with full realization that objections might 
arise, that possibilities have been considered and probably a decision has 
been reached as to what steps would l>e taken- 


TI sere was apparent agreement among oftirials that the troops would 


remain for the present but that from a diplomatic standpoint, it might 
seem advisable not to risk local clashes with Carranza forces during ne- 
gotiations. 
Moreover, it was said, military prudence would necessitate 


holding the advance columns close 1o supporting forces until the atti- 
tude ot (be Mexican troops about them w-as definitely 
known. It was 


also increasingly evident today that the war department has endeavored 
to provide against possibilities although strictest secrecy has been ob- 
served. 
It is understood that in every movement of troops beyond the 


border and along the international .line, the possibility of an attempt to 
rut oil' the expedition has been considered and the war department is 
prepared to back up tho lorces should meed arise. 


Some officials privatelj expressed the 
view that General Carranza 


might have felt compelled to propose the withdrawal of troops in defer- 
eme to public sentiment in Mexico. 
It was {minted out that his note 


proposed onl> opening ol' negotiations to that end.

The note raises a new issue in a*- 


situation already much 
compleved, 


the outcome of which officials are 
reticent to predict until they

tho most arduous of tho

exploits on account of Intense cold.

platoon but acted as a messenger 
during the fighting. 
He said 
the 


march upon Guerrero, 55 miles, be- 
gan about noon on Tuesday, March 
28, proceeding until nearly dark. 
when a brief halt was made. 
After 


dark the ten troops of the seventh, 
in this exploit resumed their march. 
Late at night it became very cold* 
and when the men finally reached 
San Antonio, there was a long stop. 
while the guides were being found« 
During this wait some of the men 
boxed with each other to keep warm* 
Others laid their ears against th* 
necks of their horses to stop them 
from aching, Finally, after a delay 
which made it Impossible to reach. 
Guerrero before daylight, the marc* 
was resumed. It was so dark that 
houses one hundred feet from tlNk 
road could not be distinguished frott 
the background ot hills and mouH 
tains. This made marching slow.

mands good roads. The farmer re- 
alizes this and demands it as much 
as the city dweller. 
For the farm- 


ers are coming to be owners of au- 
tos, 
It is surprising 
to see how 


rapidly the automobile is taking the 
place of the horse on the farm for 
vehicle 
purposes. 
So the 
farmer 


wants good auto roads, for he is go- 
ing to use them more than anybody 
else, and he wants them,

Mexico 
City newspaper 


which carried all its 
news of 
the 


pursuit of Villa in a couple hundred 
words under an El Paso date 
lino. 


This account, 
dated a week back, 


made no mention of the American 
troops but said that the Constitu- 
tionalist forces had Villa surround- 
ed and that his capture was merely 
a question of hours. It also informed 
the public that 
General 
Pershing 


had been made commander of the 
Columbus zone in the state of New 
Mexico.' 
"The 
people of 
the 
southern 


states of Mexico," said 
this 
man. 


"who constitute about four-fifths of 
the popufation of the" country, know 
practically nothing about the -pur- 
suit of Villa, and are, I think, care- 
less."Stories have 
reached 
some of 


them about American troops bein^r in 
Mexico, but 
they 
simply 
regard 


them as gringo' lies. The masses of 
tho Mexicans 
have 
ben living 
in 


such a state of bysteria and confu- 
sion for the past five years that they 
beieve nothing any more, but only 
live in hope that somo mysterious 
Brovidence will give the peace and 


aflecurity again.

Two captains, James Fech- 
el and Rush Wells, were sent for- 
ward to determine the identity of the 
wo columns. Captain Fechel receiv- 
ed no reply to his demand, but Cap- 
ain Wells was fired on. 


The Americans swung into action 


as fast as their tired horses would 
ake them, while 
the 
Villa 
band 


scattered, all in flight, some in twos 
and throe, sniping as they retreated 
from rock to rock. The Villa forces, 
his messenger 
said, formed three 


times as if to make a stand against 
he Americans, but gave up each time 
without a fight and continued their 
retreat. The 
Americans 
followed, 


riding a short distance, and then dis- 
mounting to fire. 
It was difficult 


for the Americans to overtake the 
Villa men because of the long march 
he cavalrymen had made to < reach 
Juerrero. For this reason the ma- 
chine gun platoon was unable to get 
:nto action 
at 
very 
close 
range. 


From a hill these guns swept an area 
about 2000 yards wide and 
2000 


rards deep. Observers with the guns 
saw horses in 
the 
distance 
lying 


prone where the guns had swayed 
their fire. 
The machine gun men 


also followed the retreating bandits, 
but on account of their long march 
liad difficultly in keeping up with 
the fresh horses of the Villa follow- 
ers. 


A cavalry officer who had . been 


outriding the trails of the bandits, 
returning today, had not tasted bacon 
in fifteen days. 
His troops did not 


meet any of the bandits but partici- 
pated in many long chases, which 
helped to run the Mexicans into con- 
tact with other American forces. 


Two men use one tent and each 


carries half, called his shelter half. 
These tents are about a yard high at 
one end, sloping to the ground at the 
other end. 
Most of the fast riding 


cavalry advance columns are without 
such tents at present, having used
